.\rrlvBB on Snnday Ntght-SIx Uontlts Ashore 
on DuugenosB Spit, Cape Horn— 
A Terrible Experience 

The schooner Walter L. Ilicli, Capt. 
Jordan, which sailed lor this port from 
Provincetown, 3Iass., on .laiumry ;ili:t. 
and which was reported ashore, arrived 
in I'jBiiuimalt on Sunday nighl. A re- 
porter of Thk Coloni.st met the captain 
yesterday and interviewed him concern- 
ing tho various ruiiorts which have from 
time to time reached Victoria. 

"Well, captain," suid the news-gather- 
er, "I understand that you had an cxjieri- 
eiice on your voyage from Proviiieelowii, 
which will last you a life-time, and which 
few moil, who follow your calling have 
ever known." 

"Yes," re[died Capt. .lordan, "I guess 
1 had. 1 was six months ashore on Uuii- 
geness Spit, Capo Horn, and that was no 
joke i can toll you." 

"How did it all come about," (nioried 
the reporter. 

It was all owing to a hurricane which, 
by all accoiinla, was one of the worst tli.al 
was ever known in llial part of the world. 
You can imagine how bad it was when 1 
toll you that we were driven i)20 yards 
from the water. The waves were mnun- 
taina high and when we struck, the wind 
was blowing iu a terrible manner and 
every time tho breakers came up we were 
driven higher and liiolicr." 

"How did we get her oil ? It was only 
by dint of h;ird work, fcir nii fccilities 
were oH'ciimI and the natives gave ns no 
help; in fact l.liey were Iroubleaoine, and 
the only materials we could get were 
forty-foot skids, on which we placed the 
schooner, sliding her to their full length, 
and so on, until at last we got, her once 
more afloat and here we .arc, lifly-fiiiir 
days from rniila .Arenas, .Straits ot 
Miigclhin." 

Caiit. .Ionian is well-known on this 
coast, having raised tho ship Karl of 
Dalhouaie in San Francisco bay with 
t!apt. Wliilelaw, besides being ongaged 
on other big marine coiitnicta. 'Ihe 
achoonor flies the American flag and is 5V

Below we publish two very sen.siblo ar- 
ticles from the Vaneiiuver Jlcrabl, rr the 
provincial tin.auces. It may be riontioned 
that one half of the niillioii dollar loan 
Hlill lies on deposit at the liank, drawing 
full rate of interest, while, on tho other 
hand, not a dollar of the loan has been 
spoilt without legislative sanction. We 
eonnnend both of these articles, coming 
aa they do from the pen of a thoroughly 
iiulependent journalist, to the attention 
of the electors of Comox: 

THE PIIOVINCIAL FINANCE.S,

a very satisfactory kind to discuss the 
i;oiiditiou of the I'roviiicial linances in ad- 
\aiice of an authoritntivu statemunt laid 
before the House by tho Treasurer. 
It is groping a good deal in the 
dark, and nothing definite can be 
deduced from it. SupiioHO it was 
true, aa a Victoria conteniporary allirnis, 
that half of the million dollar hiaii negoti- 
ated by the government in the early part 
of the present year had bocn spent, it 
does not follow that it has not been used 
in the promotion of useful and necessary 
works. If it has been so spent in the 
opinion of the government the (luostion 
for discussion is whether they are works 
<d immediale necessity and utilitv. 'I'here 
may be roiiiii fur a dili'urence of opinion 
about this, but such ditl'ereiice crops up 
in the ease of all expenditures, and if 
unanimity of opinion were a necessity to 
public expenditure there would bo none. 
Before the goveriunent is condennicd it 
should bo known how tho money has been 
used. It was obtained for the purpose of 
ex|ieu(ling, and it may aa well be used in 
tlii.s w.ay .aa kept lying in Ihe b.uik. When 
til',' house meets , and ;i slaleinelit ia auli- 
mltted by the government of its expendi- 
ture the public will be in possession of 
the facts and can form its own oi)inion.
